The Fourtcenth Ballot Teils the Story—(an- 
vassing the Raliroad (Commis- 
stonership.

San Jose, June 23.—The Convention 
was called to order at nine o'clock. A 
resolution assessing two dollara upon 
each delegate was adopted. 

RIGHTH BALLOT. 

The roll was called for the eighth 
ballot. Alameda voted 19 for Stone- 
man and 1 for Hearst. In Fresno 
Hearst gained 2. Hearst got 3 votes 
in Los Angeles. Nevada voted solid 
for Hearst again. The San Francisco 
delegation voted: Hearst 79, Taylor 4, 
Stoneman 9, Johnson 15, Berry 11. 
The ballot’ resulted: Hearst 159, 
Stoneman 132, Taylor 84, Johnson 54, 

Berry 25 
NINTH BALLOT. 

Hearst 166, Stoneman 133, Johnson 

44, Taylor 91, Berry 19. 
TENTH BALLOT. 

Hearst 169, Stoneman 149, Johnson 
32, Taylor 93, Berry 11, Murphy 2. 
Great cheering hailed the announce- 
ment of 149 forStoneman. Hearst, on 
the tenth ballot, gained one in Alame- 
da and two in Mariposa. Taylor 
gained two in Monterey. Hearst lost 
one in Nevada. San ncisco voted 
on the tenth ballot: 80 for Hearst, 9 
for Johnson, 8 for Taylor, 7 for Stone- 
man, 2 for Berry and 1 for Murphy. 
Stoneman gained two and Hearst lost 
one in San Luis Obispo.

According to all reports it is settled 
that Stoneman will be nominated. 
Jolin Wise and several other San Fran- 
cisco delegates are going to Stoneman 
on the next ballot. Taylor cannot hold 
his men, and the Hearst forces are 
broken. A desperate effort is making 
to rally the Heurst men for Taylor.

Railroad Commissioners. 

San Josk, June 22.—During the 
evening the and Third District 
Delegation met to consider the nomi- 
nations for Railroad Commissioners. 

The First District was enlivened by 
a row between Cravens, of Sacramento, 
and Findley, of El Dorado. Geor 
J. Carpenter, of El Dorado, Will. 8. 
‘Green, of Colusa, Wm. M. Crutcher, of 
Placer, and H. M. Larue, of Sacra- 
mento, were placed in nomination. 
The first ballot resulted a follows: 
Carpenter 67, Green 36, Larue 37, 
Crutcher 283. After the third. ballot 
Crutcher was withdrawn. The fifth 
‘ballot stood: Carpenter 66, Green 31, 
Larue 70. The meeting then adjourned 
till this evening. 

The Third District delegation also 
had « squabble, the principals being 
White, of Los Angeles, and poten of 
San Die o, the subject of discussion 
being railroad influence. The meeting 
adjourned to this evening without 
making any nominations.

Democrats Caucusing on the Internal Reve-| _ 
nue Bill. 


Wasuineton, June 23.—The Demo- 
cratic caucus to-night on the question 
of purty action on the internal revenue 
bill was of no practicable benefit to 
the party. There was apparently too 
much division of opinion in the Demo- 
cratic ranks. A fight may be made to 
secure the adoption of certain amend- 
ments to the bill so as to make cam- 

ign material. The bill will secure 

Jemocratic votes enough to pass it by 
a good majority. 
TUE SENATE PASSES THE BANKING BULL. 

The Senate proceeded to dispose of 
the amendments to the Banking Vill 
without debate. The ending propo- 
sition offered by Morgan was rejected 
—19 to 28—the party vote, except that 
.of Jones (Nev.) who voted aye with 
the Democrats, and Hampton, wo voted 
no with the Republicans. Davis (III.) 
voted no. Vest's substitute directing 
‘the issue of treasury notes in exchange 
for National Bank curiency, and for- 
‘bidding the cre tion of new National 
Banks, was voted down—17 to31. The 
‘bill was then reported to the Senate 
and passed—yeas 34, nays 13. 
DEBATING INTERNAL REVENUE REDUC- 

TION. 

The House, in Committee of the 
Whole, devoted the entire day to gen- 
eral debate on the bill to reduce inter- 
nul revenue taxation. More than a 
dozen speeches were made by as many 

members, But little general interest 
was manifested.

Destructive Wind Storm. 


INDEPENDENCE, Iowa, June 23.—A 
very destructive wind storm visited 
this place this afternoon. The rail- 
road depot buildings were destroyed, 
and in the city a large number of resi- 
dences and business houses were un- 
roofed and some demolished. A vir- 
cus tent was also demolished. Three 
men are reported killed. 


Another Furious Storm.

From the prominence circumstances 
and native merit have given this gen- 
tleman, our fellow citizen and neigh- 
bor, a memoranda of his army career 
becomes of interest. It is from Ham- 
mersly’s Register of the United States 
Army. It has been brought out in 
reply to the assertion thet the General 
was from the South. The Register 
gives the following items of his 


history : 

“G Stoneman, born iu New 
York, appointed (to West Point) from 
New York; Brevet Second Lieutenant 


First Dragoons, ist July, 1846; Second 
Lieutenant First Dragoons (on duty 
in California), 12th July, 1847; Captain 
Second Cavalry, 3d March, 1855; 
Major First Cavalry, 9th May, 1861; 
Brigadier-General Volunteers, 13th 
August, 1861; Major-General Volun- 
teers, 29th November, 1862; Brevet 
Colonel (regular army), 18th Decem- 
ber, 1862, for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battle of Fredricks- 
burg; Lieutenant: Colonel Third Cavalry 
20th March, 1864; Brevet Brigadier- 
General, 18th March, 1865, for gallant 


and meritorious services in the capture |. 


of Charotte, North Carolina; Brevet 
Major-General, 13th March, 1865; for 
gallant and meritorious services in the 
field during the war; Colonel Twenty- 
first Infantry, 28th July, 1866, with 
which regiment he returned to Califor- 
nia; mustered out of the volunteer 
service Ist September, 1866; retired, 
August 16, 1871. 


The above closes the General's mili- 
tary history. Since that date he has 
mainly resided upon his beautiful 
place amid the orange groves of Sap 
Gabriel, filling, meantime, the office of 
U. 8. Indian Commissioner and that of 
Railroad Commissioner. He has been 
in all the years we have known him, a 
Democrat, and of course ati enemy of 
the Republican party. During the 
terrible business and financial depres 
sion which followed the failure of 
Temple & Workman's Bank, and the 
partial drouth of a depression 
which was charged upon the partially 
finished Southern Pacific Railroad,— 
General Stoneman so far put himself 
in sympathy with the Kearoey-Work- 
ingmen organization as to secure his 
election as Railroad Commissioner at 
its hands. But the election resulted in no 
advantage to the State, or tothe people, 
save the benefit the General has derived 
from his salary, for either through 
his want of management or the mulish 
stubbornness of the Board of which he 
was a member, his election was barren 
of any good results. The burdens he 
was elected to lift from the people's 
shoulders still rest there. 

The Democratic State Convention 
has nvominated General Stoneman for 
Governor. We congratulate them for 
being in possession of a candidate with 
whom the Republicans can affiliate in 
pleasant social intercourse. We con- 
gratulate him upon attaining to all the 
honors attached to the nomination, and 
tender him thus early our sympathies 
over his assured defeat. 


RECEPTION OF THE NEWS. 


The reception of the news of the 
nomination of General Stoneman was 
most deeidedly mixed. But few mani- 
fested anything like enthusiasm. We 
heard of one man running after a gun 
for asalute, but the gun didn’t fire. 
One cause for the lack of enthusiasm 
was probably in the belief that the 
nomination of General Stoneman would 
shelve both Messrs. Sepulveda and 
Lynch. These gentlemen have a good 
local standing, and their friends, under 
the supposition that they had both 
been retired, felt gloomy. Our Repub- 
lican friends were calm or indifferent, 
generally considering with us that the 
division in the Convention over the 
platform had killed the nominee, who- 
ever he might be. The employees of 
the m.mopolies—-a quite numerous 
force—thought they could live through 
it, and were willing to abide the arbi- 
tration of the buallot-box. On the 
whole, the reception of the news was 
rather indifferent. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


The Democratic Convention had an 
exciting ‘session yesterday. The op- 
posing forces were hot at work and 
put in their best licks. The result, 
though different from our repeated 
conjectures of weeks ago, was iu keep- 
ing with the more hopeful view we 
took of General Stoneman’s ca-e at the 
close of the second ballot, and as an- 
nounced by us yesterday morning. As 
the convention adjourned soon as the 
Governor was nominated, we must wait 
another day for the other and interest- 
ing nominations.

A DIVIDED HOUSE. 

Eleven of the Los Angeles delega- 
tion voted against the suicidal plank in 
the Democratic platform.

ANAHEIM. 


Their Facilities for Artificial Irri- 
gation. 
Abundance of Water it Stored till Wantea— 


Utilizing Wind Millis and Con- 
structing Reservoirs. 


Ananerm, Jupe 22, 1882. 
Eprron Times: With all our improved 
facilities for artificial irrigation, our 
ditches and our artesian wells, the irri- 
gation problem is still a serious one to 


we have much more water than we can 
use during the winter months, there are 

many who suffer for want of the water 
during the summer, while the surplus 
winter water, could it be properly 
stored, would be amply sufficient to 
meet the wants of such sufferers. That 
reservoirs will be built in the course of 
time for the storage of our waste water 
is certain, when an abundance of irri- 
gating water will be assured for those 


ditches. But there are others who can- 
not rely upon this water system, whose 
lands are situated too high or too far 
away to be reached by the ditches, and 


which could be turned into paying 
orchards and vineyards with the aid of 
artificial wrrigation, In this article we 
propose to show the practicability of 
of securing a supply of irrigating water 
independent of ruin or ditch. To do 
this we shall simply describe a plan 
tried by Mr. Tim Carroll, of Anaheim 
pumping water by mill power and stor- 
ing into a reservoir. r. Carroll was 
the first to build such a — as we 
will describe, and has had ample time to 
thoroughly test the system and convince 
himself of its entire success and prac- 
ticability. We have seen three similar 
reservoirs, but of smaller dimensions, at 
Garden Grove, and we understand 
several others are in process of con- 
struction. Many inquiries are addressed 
to Mr. Carroll im regard to his reser- 


tion possible in this article. Any fur- 
ther information on the subject will be 
cheerfully given by Mr. Carroll, who 
will take pleasure in showing and ex- 
plaining the construction of the work. 
The reservoir, which was constructed 
about a year ago, is 25 by 40 feet and 4 
feet deep. Mr. Carroll is no carpenter, 
but he did all the work himself, with 
the help of a neighbor. He did as fol- 
lows: First, he selected the highest and 
most available part of the land upon 
which to build the reservoir. The land 
was raised about eighteen inches by 
carting dirt, and the top was leveled. 
On this the mudsills were laid—2 by 8 
redwood planks, 40 feet long; the out- 
side ones were 4 by 6 by 40. These 


making seven to the width of 25 feet. 
Between the mudsills, at each end, 
were laid pieces of plank eight feet 
long, to strengthen the floor where the 
greatest strain would be. Planks 
2 by 8 by 25 were then laid crosswise and 
spiked down with six-inch spikes, The 


H. Hor being laid, a 2 by 8 plank was 


spiked down on the edge all around; 

this was to spike the sides of the reser- 
voir aguinst. A frame 25 by 40 was 
made of 4by4 stuff to support the top 
of the side planks. The sides were four 
feet long, planks two inches thick, and 
the inside edges of each plank were 
planed down, to allow the driving in of 
tarred rope after the wark was finished. 

The side pieces were then spiked from 
the inside to the * planks below and 
to the top frame. To doubly insure the 
sides from giving way, 2 by 4 braces 
were stretched across the top of the 
reservoir every eight feet, lengthwise 
and crosswise, supported in the centre 
by feet. Comwon bale rope dipped in 
pitch was then driven in between the 
side planks with a caulking knife, and 
pitch was run over the cracks in the 
floor. A gate and chute for the dis- 
charge was the next thing. The gate 
was 8 by 10, covered with stout but sup- 
le leather extending a couple of inches 
eyond the gate-piece all around. This. 
was worked up and down from the in- 
side by a lever and rod, and u second 
lever and rod held the gate securely 
in place when closed. The reservoir 
being completed, earth was piled up 
around it to the height of a foot, and the 
pump was started. From the first it 
leaked not a drop, except through some 
old nail holes (the planks were seeond- 
hand), which were easily plugged. 

When full the reservoir did not strain in 
the least, and it has given no trouble at 
all so far. 

From the above description, it will 
be seen that not a single post was used 
in the construction of the reservoir, and 
it is the first one, we believe, that has 
been so constructed. By this method 
there is a great saving in labor and ma- 
terial, while the strength is amply suffi- 
cient. Ona rough estimate, a reservoir 
of the above dimensions contains 4,000 
square feet of lumber, which, at ‘$30 
per M., would make $120. The only 
other items are spikes, rope and pitch, 

which would amount only to a few dol- 
lars. Two men should make the foun- 
dation and build the reservoir complete 
in 10 to 15 days; regular carpenters in 
much less time. Anyone can figure on 
the cost ot labor himself, which, how- 
ever, would be different in different 
localities and under different circum- 
stances. Mr. Carroll thinks the whole 
work could be hired done for $50, and 
as any man of ordinary intelligence 
could do the greater part of the work 
himself, with the help of one man or by 
working with one carpenter, the cost 
would be proportionately less. The 
cost of water supply, of course, will 
depend upon depth of well, kind of 
pump and power used. 

Mr. Carroll’s well has a seven-inch 
ipe, and is 120 feet deep; six-inch San 
vse pump; fourteen-foot windmill; 
eight-inch stroke. Tlie reservoir fills in 
three days, or on an average twice a 
week, and when full the reservoir 
(which i is estimated to hold 30,000 gal- 
lons) will irrigate thoroughly a half- 
acre of nursery stock; thus suflicient 
water is furnished to irrigate ten acres 
once every seventy days, and that is as 
much as is required for any land. A 
larger tract could be irrigated by build- 
ing a larger reservoir and by having a 
larger pump, or raising the water by | W 
steam power. 

Now we believe it would pay anyone 
who has a place of from ten to tweuty- 
five acres dependent upon artificial irri- 


pense, to construct a plank reservoir as 
above described, for irrigation. To 
have an assured supply of irrigating 
water always under control is certainly
